PAY DAY ENDS LONG FAST. 


Ex-Office Boy Tells of Hiding in Safe 
and Awaiting Opportunity. 


‘The young man who secreted nimseit in the 
safe of the W. D. Allen Manufacturing com-

That was the question asked every where in 
Chicago yesterday, for, of course, all incal 
fandom expects to see the Cubs again’ twist 
the tail of the Tiger and carry home their 
second world’s championship, the third in 
Chicago’s baseball history, for the Sex first 
secured the honor in the family affair of 1096. 

Chicago fans, of course, may be <disap- 
pointed, for nothing is more uncertain than 
baseball, and nothing in baseball is more un- 
certain than a short seriees of games, such 
as the premier teams of the Nationa! and 
American leagues will play for the world’s 
championship. ’ 

But it is not partisan prejudice which in 
advance concedes to the Cubs ‘the better 
chance of carrying away the plum. Even in 
Detroit the most confident fans are fearful. 
remembering well, far too well, that series 
of last season when, after the first tie game, 
the Tigers were unable to bag a sing! con- 
test of the following four played ‘agairst 
Chance’s warriors. Even in the lair of the 
Tigers sporting, men ‘with money to wager 
are asking odds in backing the Michigan 
team. * 

Domparison of the Teams. 

Dropping past performances and present in- 
centive, it is fitting to draw a comparison 
between the two teams, as far as such com- 
— may be made, individually and as a 

eam. 

The Cubs are the greatest baseball machine 
of modern days, not the greatest machine in 
every department ot the game with its va- 
rious ramifications, but the best baianced. 
There are teams perhaps stronger in Salting 
indeed, against ‘the. same pitchers Detroit 
probably would total higher; there may be 
teams, it's a mooted question between Sox 
and Cub admirers, who play more inside ’’ 
ball; there may be teams which surpass in 
some one position, but for a strong, 
well balanced team with a grand pitching staff. a 
terrific, impetuous attack, and a brilliant defenre, 
the Cubs have only to beat Detroit to prove their 


right to supreme honors. 


In team play and fielding the Cubs should have 
the edge on the Tigers. It is up to the hurlers to 
demonstrate whether the Tigers’ much vaunted 
sluggers again will fall imthe crucial test, as they 
diq last season. Most American league sympa- 
thizers will contend, and a few Cub rooters will 
admit, that the Tigers as a team are stronger bat- 
ters, but the apparent superiority of the Cub pitch- 
ers put the shoe on the other foot last fall in 
the world series, and history may repeat. 

Similar in One Respect. : 

There is one similarity between the two teams 
whigh is worth noting. That is their ability to 
start a rally in any one inning which will decide 
a game. It was that terrific batting bee which 
netted four runs off the great Christy Mathewson 
in the third inning in New York on Thursday 
which brought the National league pennant to 
Chicago. It was a similar batting bee together 
with taking advantage of misplays which netted 
the ‘Tigers four runs off White and Walsh in the 
first inning of Tuesday's White Sox game and 
took the American league pennant away from 
Chieago. With hits into the crowd counting for 
two bases and several long distance sluggers on 
each team, mo contest can be called won at any 
stage. unless one team i» many ‘runs to the good. 
With this commentary on the teams in general 
fans may pass to the comparisof of the two op- 
ponents, man for man. 

Cätchers— Kling is without a peer in the back: 
stopping department. His accurate throwing to 
bases is invaluable to his pitchers when a pinch 
arises and the enemy becomes daring on the sacks. 
Hig: batting, naturally strong, te not likely to be 
Affected by the nervous tension of a crucial 
struggle, and, while comparatively slow as a 
base runner, he knows what is required and has 
the ticeties of judgment which any team playing 
sctentific baseball must possess. 

Sehmidt will do the bulk of the backstop work 
for Detroit. He, too, is a good batter, though not 
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fielding, his daring ‘on bases, and his timely hit- 
ting, is far superior to Downs. 

Shortetop~Joe Tinker is one of the greatest fleld- 
ing shortstops in either league. An error does not 
rattle him; he is nervily back right after the next 
ball. Since the middie of summer he has been hit- 
ting at a merry clip and ols long drives have won 
many a game. Charley O Leary. a local boy, ts 
recovering from an injury and his absence from 
recent games may affect his play. He is a fast, 
strong fielder, but not in a class with Tinker at the 
bat

Third base—Steinfeldt is not considered a great 
fielder, although a fairly reliable one. He does 
not cover as much territory as Schaefer. nor does 
he carry as much fire into his play. He is not hit- 
ting at his usual clip this season, and Schaefer 
stands higher in the averages. 

Right fleld—Ty Cobb ts the star batter of the 
American i¢ague, one of the fastest men in the 
business on the bases, and has a great throwing 
arm, Schulte throws equally well, but will searcely 
bat or run bases as weil. He has not the speed of 
Cobb, but uses more judgment in His hase running, 
and his phlegmatic disposition is lesp likely to be 
affected than the excitable southerner who falled 
% signally in the 1907 test. 

Center field—Crawford’s great batting probably 
would swing the honors his way in comparison with 
Hofman. h are good flelders and equally ef- 
fective on long hits. but Hofmann is better in com- 
ing In for Texas leaguers. 

Left fleld--McIntyre isa better hitter than Sheck- 
ard. He also has a great throwing arm, equal to 
that of the Cub, but is not as Scientificion the bases. 

Summarizing briefly, the Cubs appear stronger 
behind the bat, stronger in the pitching department 
and in the infleld; but are outshaded by the Tigers 
in the outfield.

One of the duties of the corps of nurses 
who are to look after the ill fed schoo!) 
children will be to teach their mothers 
how to cook. | This is an important and, 
at the same time, a most difficult task. 
It means fighting the conservatism of the 


kitchen. Only those who have encoua- 


tered it know how stubborn it is. 

In some instances the nurses will find 
that the trouble ig am absolute lack of 
food. The bead of the family, possibly a 


deserted wife, does not earn enough to 


keep the children’s stomachs filled with 
dry breadj But there are other ‘house- 
holds in which the children suffer because 
the mothers. do not make the best use of 
their slender resources. They do not 
know how to get the greatest quantity of 
nourishing food for the least money. To 
make matters worge, they frequently do 
not know how to treat the foodstuffs they 
buy so. that they cdg be palatable and 
digestible. 

The mothers telnet, as a rule, be 
blamed for these shortcomings. A woman 
brought up in the rural districts of Bu- 
rope and accustomed to a limited dietary 
eannet be expected to market judicionsly 
in a great city with its infinite supply of 
strange foodstuffs. She prefers to buy, if 
she can get them, the articles she has 
been used to, even though they may be 
more expensive and less nourishing than 
many others she could get. As for ecien- 
tific cooking, she never has heard of jt.

Mr. Dyce Sombre,” who inherited t..eir 
immense wealth, though not their sover- 
eignty, which wae absorbed by the English.

Six months later Lady Curtis applied to 
the courts in London for leave to presume her 
husband’s demise, and, although no definite 
evidence was ever produced that he was 
really dead, beyond the fact that he had 


1 wandered away from his companions and 


had disappeared from view without leaving 
any trace, the decree was granted, and not 
long afterwards Lady Curtis, whose only 
boy, Roger, had thus become fourth baronet, 
married Col. Robert M. Brady of Bunrana, 
Donegal, nephew and heir to the baronetcy 


several children. 

The young baronet came of age a few years 
ago, and there | sreason to believe that he 
is just as little satisfied as are other people 
df the fact that his father is really dead. He 
is not living with his mother or stepfather, 
but is understood to be on this side of the 
Atlantic, and it is assumed by many that 
it is he who is the relative who has urged 
the British Columbia authorities to resume 
the investigation. The only other remaining 
member of this house of Curtis is his grand 
uncle, Septimus Curtis, now a very old man, 
nearly 00 years of age, and who is at home in 
England.

The expedition with which Sir Arthur Cur- 
tis was traveling when he disappeared, was 
commamied by Roger Pocock, founder of the 
Legion of Frontiersmen, and in his book 
entitled The Frontiersman,“ published a 
couple of years ago by Gay & Hancock in 
London, he devotes a chapter to this episode 
in his fe, 

He speaks very highly of Sir Arthur Curtis, 
whom he refers to under the initial C.“ 
and relates how he, being out of sorts, spoke 
roughly and brutally to Curtis without any 
reason, Taking all the blame upon himself, 
Pocock declares in his book that he gave 
utterance to words that could never be with- 
drawn or forgiven, and how, during the 
same night, Sir Arthur wandered away into 
the woods and was never seen again. 

He relates that for ten days he and his 
party sought Sir Arthur without finding any 
clew, and that then, their provisions having 
run out, they were obliged to abandon the 
hopeless quest. 
> Pocock describes in his bock how he had 
considerable difficulty in disposing of the 
ugly rumors that he had murdered Curtis, 
although he certainly did regard himself 
as morally responsible for his death, and 
brings the chapter to a conclusion by re- 
ferring to reports that Sir Arthur had sub- 
sequently been seen alive in England. He 
likewise adds that he knows nothing posi- 
tive of the remains of the missing baronet 
ever having been found. 

Another member of the expedition, G. W. 
Cole, a veteran miner, likewise expressed the 
conviction in the press of Vancouver and 
elsewhere in Canada that the baronet was 
not dead. He declared that he hed heard 
Sir Arthur say that he meant to slip away 
from the expedition, and claims that Curtis 
told him t when he got tothe Klondike he 
would change hie name. G. W. Cole added 
that it was nearly impossible for a man hav- 
ing an Indian guide to be lost in the country 
sh Mud river, where Sir Arthur van- 
ishe

ECOMMENDS GUARANTY OF DEPOSITS. 

Chicago, Oct. 5.—{Editor of The Tribune. 
The bankers all seem to be opposed to the 
deposit guaranty plan and al. claim to be 
honest. Even those bankers who are serv- 
ing terms in prison claim to be honest. ‘ihe 
main objéction urged to the proposed plan is 
that it would encourage the dishonest banker 
to take more unlawfully and the honest bank- 
ers would have to make good to his depositors 
their losses. 

There has been a substantial falung off in 
the number of embezzlement cases since the 
large bonding companies have begun fur- 
nishing surety bonds. Formerly a man who 
was called upon to furnish a surety bond pro- 
cured a number of his friends to sign it with 
him Embesslers frequently escaped then 
beeause of the lack of vigorous prosecution. 
When one ‘of the large bonding compantes 
goes after a man now with its skilled and 
regularly employed detectives and lawyers 
that man certainly has little chance for es- 
cape. 

Would it not be reasonable then to suppose 
that the dishonest banker would préfer to 
fight his depositors only as he does under our 
present system rather than that mighty host 
of honest bankers with their wniftmitea 
wealth, as he would have to do under the 
proposed plan? 

One would think the bankers would favor 
the Bryan plan, as it would restore public 
confidence.in them. His plan is simpiy an 
enlargement of the clearing house idea. But 
no local combination or association of banks 
will satisfy any longer. In the government 
only do the people have absolute confidence 
nowadays.

Seven short stories—of the long short story 
variety—make up the volume entitled “ THE 
HERMIT AND THE WILD WOMAN ” by 
Edith Wharton. (Charles Scribner's Sons.) 

If there be anything essentially modern in 
this modern world it is Edith Wharton's 
method of telling short stories. Without plot, 
form or finale, she contrives, nevertheless 
to present situations which hold the attention 
of. the cultivated and reflective mind. It is 
trus that it is difficult to retain the memory 
of the psychological situation which she 
makes, during the reader's brief hour of per- 
sonal contact with it, of such extraordinary. 
interest, but fleeting though the impression 
be, the recollection remaining in the mind of 
the reader is one of intellectual delight. 

Not only are Mrs. Wharton's stories. mod- 
ern to the last degree in that she underta 
to do no more than to offer a psychological 
incident, but also in the fact that she refuses, 
absolutely, to play providence to her char- 
acters. If they get themselves in a sad. 
mess she leaves them there, suffering their 
logical punishment. 

Like Mr. Henry James, she ts fond of de- 
picting people who have nothing to do—people 
who want to have nothing to do. And there 
is, undeniably, this | advantage in selecting 
characters such as these that they are re- 
moved from all that gives them economic im- 
portance, and they are thus made to stand 
upon the slender base of their own persona!l- 
ity. Perhaps also these tales of conscience- 
‘ess batteners on others’ bounty which Mrs. 
Wharton finds so diverting may take with 
her the place oecupled by pirates; bandite 
and gentlemen marauders in the days of the 
older romance. A touch of the picaresque 
heightens the charm of any tale, and fash- 
lonable picaresqueness, it must be admitted, 
is the only sort that would be becoming to 
Mrs. Wharton. 

It has been said that her stories are no 
more than psychological incidents, but it 
would be manifestly unfair not to append the 
observation that these Incidents are of such a 
character that they muminate the ways of 
thought and living of whole groups of human 
beings.

Witness Admits Company Took Advan- 


tage of a Condition by Converting 
Empty Tanks Into al Cars. 


A new way to obtain a W rate ad- 
vantage was indicated yesterday in the dis- 
solution proceedings against the Standard Oil 
company before United States District Judge 
Ferris, acting as special examiner. 

Attorney Kellogg, in his cross examination 
of Mr. Felton, the general traffic manager of 
the company, attempted to bring into prom!- 
nence the government's contention that the 
Standard Oll company in shipping oil from 
Chicago to terminal points the Pacific 
coast obtained cheaper rates m the rail- 
roads. It thus impaired trade of the oil 
dealers in the east who were shipping their 
products westward. | 

Mr. Felton admitted that to escape hauling 
empty cars eastward, and the concurrent 
payment on such transportation, the compa- 
ny had had constructed such a tank car that 
combined the qualities of a box car with large 
receptacle for oil 

Such cas, according to Mr. Felton, carried 
freight back to the east, thereby avoiding the 
payment of $105 on each car. Not only this, 
but it was admitted the company obtained 
from the railroads a mileage of three-quar- 
ters of a cent. 

After the hearing, Mr. Kellogg, in referring 
to the transcontinental condition, said: a 

Ade company admits everything, and says 
it simply took advantage of a condition. The 
eastern companies thus were forced to facea 
detrimental condition.”
